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in the Claims: 

1. (original) In combination, 

a frame having a pa. o. tens supports tor receding a pair of eyeglass lansas in a 
vertical plane; 

a pair cf temptes. aach aak. temple baing hingadiy eeeured to a respective tens 
8Upp ort naar a taton, of said frame arrf ax.anc.ing in an upwardly angled «om 
said frame; and 

a nose pieoe on said frame beb»een said tens supports tor resting on a nose of a 
user w*h said tens supports spaced from the eyes of the user to permit aooess to the 
eyes of the user laterally of said frame for the applicalion of makeup. 

2. (original) The combination as set forth in claim 1 herein eaoh lens support 

has a greater height than width thereof. 

3 (original) The combination as set forth in claim 1 aach said temple has a 
recWinear seorion hingedly seoured to a respacave support on an axis indlnad to a 
vertical Plane and an adjustable curved end piece for mounting on an ear of a user. 

4. (original) The combinatton as sat forth in daim 3 further comprising a 
mounting block on aach said support having a respecdve temple hingedly mounted 
thereon. 

5. (original) The combination as set forth in daim.4 wherein each said mounting 
block extends laterally from said respective lens support. 

6 (original) The combination as set forth In claim 1 each said temple has an 
angular seeaon hinged* secured to a respecdve support on a vertical axis, a rectilinear 
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section extending *» - angu^r section end « adjustabie — - «"~ 
extending hi said rectilinear section for mounting on an ear of a user. 

7 (original, The combine**, as se, forth in claim 6 further comprising a 
turning blocK on eac* said support ha*ng a respective temple hmgedly mounted

8. (original) The combination as set forth in claim 7 wherein each said mounting 
block extends laterally from said respective lens support. 

9. (original) The combination as setforth in claim 7 wherein each said mounting 
block extends transversely from said respective lens support. 

10. (original) In combination, 

a frame having a pair of lens supports for receiving a pair of eyeglass tenses In a 
vertical plane; 

a pair of lenses of selective diopter mounted in said lens supports; 

a pair of temples, each said temple being hingedly secured to a respective lens 
support near a bottom of saki frame and extending in an upward* angled directs from 
said frame; and 

a nose piece on said flame between said lens supports for resting on a nose of a 
user with said lenses spaced from the eyes of the user to permit ac«ss to the eyes of 
the user laterally of said frame for the application of makeup. 

11. (original) The combination as set forth In claim 10 wherein each lens has a 

greater height than width thereof. 

12. (new) An eyeglass construction for applying make-up about the eyes of a 

wearer comprising 
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a frame having a pair of lens supports for racing a pair of eyeglass tenses ,n a 
vertical plane; 

a pair of tampies, each said temple being hinged.y saoured to a respects .ens 
support naar a bottom of saK frame and extending in an upward* angied direcdon « 
said fame to res. on the ears of a waerer with said pair o, lens supports spaoad away 
from the face of the wearer to allow a makeup appiicator to be inserted between sa,d 

frame and the eyes of the wearer; and 

a nose piaoe on said frame between sa«1 lens supports for resdng on a dlste. end 
of a nose of a user with sak, iens supports spaoad from the eyes of the user to permit 
acoess to the eyes of the user laterally of said frame for the applieaton of makeup. 

13. (new) An eyeglass consfructlon as set forth In olaim 12 wherein said nose 
piaoe is disposed near a lower end of said lens supports. 

14. (new) An eyeglass construction as set forth in daim 13 further comprising 
a reinforcing bar integral with and extending between said lens supports at about a 
midpoint in the height thereof above said nosepiece. 

15. (new) An eyeglass commotion as set forth in olaim 13 wherein each said 
temple has an angular section hingedly secured to a respecdve support on a vertical 
axis, a rectilinear section extending frt.ni said angular section and an adjustable curved 
and piece extending from said rectilinear secdon for mounting on an ear of a user. 
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
